The. records, indeed, 
went further back than that, bat people were 
now seoptical about such ancient history, He 
spoke of ancient Chinose goverument and 
civilization, and its beneficial effect on both the 
Chinese themselves and on those” immediately 
aronod them. Some believed the peoplo of 
China to have a Babylonian or Aocadian origin, 
but doubts were entertained on that sabject— 
proof wus lacking.” He give a short account of: 
whatthoChinese thought of ancient times. Wien 
their people first came to: the country they 
absorbed some of the aborigines, and drove othors 
jntothemountain fastnesses, There were reminis- 
eences of the aborigines in tho boat population 
at Hoagkong. ‘Lhe mythical period éovered 
from forty-five thousand to five hundred thons- 
and years, commencing’ with the creation of the 
world. here were three discoveries the credit 
for which no nation had had the audu ity to 
try to wrest from the Chinese—porcolain, 
Lacquer waro, and the manufacture of silk...

Among the gnusts at the King Edward Hotel 
there has beon for the last few days Captain 
Orlan Clyde Cullen, C.E., E.L.M. Offtcial Des- 
patch Boaror for the Americnn Government, 
better known as the inventor and manufacturer 
of “the ball-bearing rifled gun.” about which 
the militory expert of the Times had a great 
doal to say in tho issue for the 18th of June.’ 

Captain Cullon had no proat objection to be 
interviewed, and, pretended to none. He ex- 
plained. that he had been w, newspaper man’ 
himself in his time ; bat that thers was nothing 
else known against him.

the resolutions passed on that  doeasion 
cancelled. The case came on fr trial at 
Bochum on the 10th inst., when jndginent was 
given for tle defendants, ‘The Dresden Bank 
tis believed to have acquired a further. large 
mmbey of shares in-the meantime, so that it 
now holds considerably more than one half of 
tho entire stock, and will. therefore have a 
‘ mujority at the next general meoting, should 
tho Prussiun Government think proper to make 
afvexh hid for the property. It is significant 
that when the Colliery Syndicate several weeks 
ago addressed a letter to tho Prussian Minister 
of Commorce inviting the Government coal 
mines to join their organization they met with 


a refusal. 

From what Thear, the Kammor Gerieht in

THE TOY INDUSTRY. 

The Hunburger Nachrichten have late'y hadan 
intoresting article on the rapid development of 
the toy industry of Germany. In 1889 16,400 
tons of the yalue of about,ono million sterling 
were exported to different. countries, whereas 
the total in 1908 amounted to 34,717 tons. worth 
over £2,842,000, Of all hex customers—and therg 
is'no country on the faco of tho earth that has 
come undor the influenco of civilisation bat buys 
German toys—the best is Great Britain, which 
takes abont two-fifths of the eutixe quantity. 
exported, vig, im 903 32,218 tons, of tle value of 
nearly .£1,000,000; but the trado is not inereas- 
ing ot the rate it should do,as the German 
manufacturers ure severely handicapped by the 
high duties on braids and trimmings for ‘dolls’ 
dresses, which they are obliged to get from 
Englund to o great extent. The United States 
come next in order, having purchased about 
11,050 tons of toys of various kinds; worth about 
£300,000, lust year. The frequent alterations 
in the Amoricun customs tariff affects tha 
trade unfavourably, the duty on somo 
articles being as ‘high aa 60 per ent, of 
the value. Besides, the toy industry in the 
‘States themselves is developing rapidly, ut: it 
is generally believed that the American market 
villretain its importance, particularly if the 
import duties should be reduced in the courso 
of time, for with its rapidly increasing weulth

The Committes of tho Chamber of Commerco 
of Berlin (dijo Acltesten der Kaufmunschaft) 
ave preparing a presentment to the Reichstag, 
for the, simplifiention of the present form of 
protest on inland’ bills of exchange. - They 
contend that, besides ontailing considerable 
oxpongo. it hag, become antiquated, being based 
on the ‘usages of tho fourteenth century. 
They propose that in’ liea of the’ notarisl 
document now required, which in-length fre- 
quently equals a deed of conveyance or 2 
marriage settlement, » short form be dov.sed 
stating the fact of the bill having been preseut- 
ed und payment refused, with further particulars 
if necessary, which might be copied on the back 
of tha bill or attached to it by the person 
presenting ‘it.

As this declaration implied a direct 
reversal of his previous attitude, it wos assumed 
that he had raceived iristructions from Peking, 
inapired by adverse’ foreign inftiences at the 
Chinese-Foreign Office. Some represeiitations 
were then made to the Amban, who was 
informed ‘that Chinese suzerainty also implied 
Chinese responsibility, and it was poimted out 
thot Great Britain lad:not exponded a.million 
sterling for nothing. . However, the Amban 
id not sign the Treaty. , 

As regards the deipatch . of the Tuotai of 
Jiontsin as Special Chinese Commissioner to 
Lhasa, this measure hus given rise to con- 
sidorable surprise, fur if, is may be supposed, 
tho adhesion of Chinn to the Lhasa Convention 
is to be delayed until the Taotui has either 
conferred with the anthocities in India or. with:

THE RUSSIAN ARMY IN THE 
FIEUD. 


The war correspondent of the Paris Journal, 
writing from Linoyang, made the following 
intoresting observations: “Tf yon eould sound 
consciences rnd penetrate the secrets of men's 
minds you would doubtless discover that nine 
out of every ten of the Russion officors would 
be very glad to return at once to Russian, But, 
you know that if « man belongs to a collective 
body his personal feeling disappears and. gives 
place to that of the bodyitself. That is what is 
called esmit de corps, Russian officers are too 
proud, their collective amonr rrapre is too 
great, for them to admit the iden of. a disrrace- 
ful peace, and they would consider as such ony 
peace conrluded after a defeat.” But. as soon 
asa great victory ha. been obtained, as soon as 
the prestige of Russian arms has been restored, 
I do’ not think that o single Russian officer 
would protest against a treaty of peace taking: 
Japanese ambitions largely into consideration,. 
Some of the Russian officers, and not the least 
famous of them, do not hesitate to declare that 
in their opinion when the Russian army is 
victorious the best thing it can do is to restore 
Manchuria to Chino, Tho programme openly 
advocated. by many is to sell to the Chinese 
Empire the railwaya and porta which Russis 
hag buitl on its territory, to evacuate entirely 
aprovince in which: Russia has 10 xeal interest 
in remaining, and which, if she kept it, would 
Ye fer her a source of peril and a. permanent 
cause of wonknoss. ' ‘
